*  ■        Grain  pro  curings  in  the  U.S.S.R.  up  to  December  20  in  per  cent  of 
the  yearly  plan,  according  to  a  cable  on  December  31  from  Agricultural 
Attache  Steere  at  Berlin  were:     North  Caucasus,  88;   -Jestern  Siberia,  95; 
central  fertile  region,  89;  Ukraine,  78.    wheat  procuring  in  Ukraine  has 
been  Very  slo'"  and  belov  the  plan  requirements.  7, lie  at  procurings  as  a  per 
cent  of  the  total  procurings  were  reported  as  42  per  cent  for  Ukraine  as 
against  47  per  cent  planned  and  for  the  total  Union,  wheat  procurings 
represent  -38  per  cent  compared  with  40  per  cent  planned. 

The  grain  seeding  plan  for  the  1932  harvest  calls  for  348  million 
acres  to  be  sown  in  comparison  77ith  340  million  acres  actually  sown,  last 
year.     The  pirn  for  the  spring-sown  area  is  252  million  acres  compared 
with  241  million  acres  sown  last  spring.     Sowings  of  winter  grains  in  the 
fall  of  1951  did  not  equal  the  plans  and  in  fact  are  somewhat  belovr  the 
actual  acreage  sown  the  previous  year,  Assistant  Agricultural  Commissioner 
Christy  at  Berlin  points  out.     The  largest  increase  in  the  spring  crop 
area  plan  is  for  technical  crops  and  vegetables  which  indicates,  the 
report  states,  that  the  spring  wheat  acreage  may  not  greatly  differ  from 
that  in  1931.     The  plan  also  appears  to  call  for  a.  considerable  part  of 
the  spring  wheat  acreage  to  be  shifted  to  the  semi-arid  regions  of  the 
south-east  and  east. 

In  looking  forward  to  1932.,  a  further  significant  factor  in  the       '•  f 
situation,  Mr.  Christy  says,  is  the  announcement  of  the  Soviet  authorities 
that  they  intend  to  concentrate  on  quality  rather  than  quantity.     In  the 
past,  it  appears  that  the  actual  fulfillment  of  the  so-called  plan  in  many 
cases  meant  that  so  many  acres  had  been  covered  by  the  operators  who  were 
plowing,  sowing  or  harvesting.     It  was  essentially  an  area  system  with 
little  or  no  attention  paid  to  how  well  the  operations  were  completed. 
Tuiether  shifts  in  methods  can  be  readily  and  effectively  accomplished 
will  remain  to  be  seen,  but  any  decrea.se  in  empha.sis  on  the  expansions 
in  acreage  which  have  occurred  year  after  year  for- wheat  will  bear  watching. 

The  1931  wheat  crop  in  Russia  may  now  definitely  be  considered  a 
poor  one,  states  Mr.  Christy.     Although  the  yields  of  winter  wheat  were 
fairly  satisfactory,  much  of  the'  spring  wheat  acreage  failed  to  make  a 
crop,  due  principally  to  drought.     As  a  result,  the  earlier  harvested 
winter  wheat  enabled  the  Russians 'to  ship  heavily  during  the  first 
part  of  the  1931-32  season.     The  winter  wheat  croc  was  apparently  rapidly 
disposed  of  and  as  crports  became  more  dependent  upon  spring  wheat,  there  ^ 
was  naturally  a  reduction.    Hot  only  was  the  yield  of  spring  wheat  disappointing 
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but  the  quality  also  appears  to  have  been  below  average.    Because  of  this, 
the  Russians  were  compelled  at  tii.es  to  either  cancel  contracts  already  made 
or  to  make  an  adjustment  in  --rices,  since  they  were  unable  to  deliver  the 
proper  quantities  of  the  grades  contracted  for  delivery. 

European  cro-o  conditions  and  fall  seedings 

Cro-}  conditions  continued  satisfactory  in  France ,  according  to  Mr. 
Steere's  cable.    The  condition  of  -inter  wheat,  rye  and  barley  in  Poland 
at  the  close  of  November  Was  slightly  lower  than  at  the  corresponding 
time  last  year.    G-c rmany  officially  reports  an  increase  of  1.8  per  cent 
in  fall  sowir.gs  of  winter  wheat  which  would  mean  about  4,714,000  acres 
sown  for  harvest  in  1932,  Mr.  Steere  states.    TTinter  rye  increased  1.7 
per  cent  giving  an  area  of  about  10,790,000  acres  and  winter  barley  in- 
creased 1.5  per  cent  over  last  year  making  about  569,000  acres  for  harvest 
in  1932.    The  winter  wheat  and  rye  acreage  accounts  for  most  of  the  German 
acreage  of  those  crops.    Some  acreage  increase  of  winter  wheat  is  also  in- 
dicated in  other  continental  European  countries,  especially  France  and 
Italy,  Mr.  Christy  states.    Phert  yields  in  uractically  all  European 
countries  except  Italy,  were  reported  below  average  in  1931.

Continental  import  markets  were  quiet  during  the  last  of  December  due 
holidays,  according  to  Mr. ; Steere.     Increased  inquiry  on  the  part  of 
the  .southwestern  districts  of  -Prance  gave  -a  firmer  tone  with  increased  prices 
on  the  market.     The  milling  quota ■ of  '50  -per  cent  for  durum  wheat  in  Italy  was 
•  effective  .January  -1 ,  1952.-  ■'  Oz-echo  s-lovakian  prices  were  unchanged  and  domestic 
offers  moderate.     The  market  in  Austria  was  very  quiet  but  farmers  Were  offering 
more  liberally.    Better  inquiry  on  the  part  of  German  millers  resulted  in.firmerj 
markets.'    The  spot  price  of  domestic  wheat  at  Berlin  on  December  30  was  $1.40 
compared  with  $1,38  a  week  earlier.     The  price  of  rye  was  $1.12  against.  $1.15 
the  previous  week.  ' 
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g         In  summarizing  the  continental  European  wheat  markets  during  the 
first  half  of  the  1931-32  season,  Mr.  Christy  points  out  that  prices  were 
largely  under  the  influenee  of  agrarian  protectionism.     The  period  of  heavy 
domestic  farmer  marketings  in  practically  every  country  failed  to  exert  the 
usual  price-depressing  influence.     There  was  of  course,  the  usual  abrupt 
decline  from  old  crop  to  new  crop  prices,  but  even  the  latter  remained  quite 
high.    Prom  August  on  there  V7as  a  gradual  though  steady  increase  in  new  crop 
prices  in  Germany,  Italy,  Czechoslovakia  and  Austria,  while  French  quotations 
showed  a  slightly  downward  trend.     The  maintenance  of  high  prices  for  the 
domestic  product  in  all  these  countries  was  made  possible  through  the 
existance  of  an  import  deficit  which  permitted  the  effective  application  of 
protective  tariffs  and  milling  quotas.    Domestic  wheat  prices  in  Prance, 
Italy,. and  Germany  are  about  three  times  as  high  as  Chicago  prices,  the 
report  notes,  v;hile  Czechoslovakia^  and  Austrian  prices  are  about  twice  as 
high.     Germany,  France  and  Italy  hwe  very  high  import  ■  tariff  s  and  milling 
quotas.     Czechoslovakia  and  Austria  have  somewhat  lover  import  tariffs. 
The  former,  however,  has  a  system  of  monthly  import  contingents  as  •."ell 
as  a, milling  quota.     Similar  situations  exist  in  other  continental  countries. 

During  the  second  half  of  July  continental  wheat  markets  were 
affected  by  the  financial  crisis  in  Germany  and  the  resulting  uncertainty 
regarding  the  economic  and. political  situation  in  Europe.    As  a  consequence, 
trading  on  the  Continent  was  rather  quiet.     In  August,  a  gradual  increase 
of  import  buying  occurred  which  continued  tkrough  September,    Trading  during 
early  October  was  rather  slow,. but  later  increased  and  developed  a  fair 
volume.     Confidence  in  the  price  level  also  appeared  to  increase  during 
this  period.    During  November,  however,  continental  markets  reflected  only 
partially  the  optimism  prevailing  on  the  American  side.    November  and 
December  trading  and  import  buying  remained  relatively  limited. 

Farm  offerings  on  the  Continent  were  generally  not  pressing  this 
season*  Mr.  Christy  states.    The  trade  even  complo.ined  of  very  slow  marketings: 
too  slow  indeed  to  fill  the  gap  existing  as  a,  result  of  very  small  stocks  in  the 
trade  channels  and  flour  mills.  .Stocks  with  the  trade  and  the  mills  have  re- 
mained small,  and  port  stocks  are  also,  moderate. 

World  shipments  of  wheat  to  the  Continent  and  to  all  Europe,  as 
well  as  "on  order",  are  somewhat  smaller  to  date  than  last  year,  but 
considerably  above  1929-30.    The  Danubian  absolute  share  is  three  times 
as  high  as  last  season,  but  the  Russian  share  is  \.ow  somewhat  below  last 
year.     (At  the  end  of  October,  it  was  very  much  above  last  year.)  The 
growing  conviction  that  Russian  wheat  exports  xTould  not  reach  last  year's 
"lewel  has  been  an  important  factor  in  shaping  market  sentiment  on  the' 
Continent,  says  Mr.  Christy, 
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Wheat  prices 

Future  prices  on  December  31  at  the  principal  United  States  markets 
averaged  one  cent  higher  than  a  week  earlier.    At  the  principal  markets  • 
outside  the  United  States  futures  prices  were  either  unchanged  or  higher 
than  a  week  "before.    At  Chicago,  May  futures  closed  at  56-7/8  cents  per 
"bushel  on  December  31  as  compared  with  55-7/8  cents  on  December  24.  At 
Kansas  City,  May  futures  closed  at  50  cents  on  December  31  as  compared  with 
43-5/8  cents  a  week  earlier.    At  Minneapolis,  May  futures  advanced  two  cents 
during  the  week,  closing  at  68  cents  on  December  31.    At  Winnipeg,  the  close 
of  53  cents  on  December  31  was  two  cents  above  that  of  a  week, earlier. 
Liverpool  May  futures  closed  at  57-1/2  cents  on  December  31  as  compared  with 
57-5/8  cents  on  December  24.    Buenos  Aires  February  futures  were  unchanged 
at  43  cents  per  bushel. 

Cash  prices  at  the  principal  United  States  markets  averaged  about 
the  same  during  the  week  ended  December  31  as  for  the  previous  week.    No.  2 
Hard  Winter  at  Kansas  City  averaged  51  cents  per  bushel  for  the  week  as 
compared  with  51.3  for  the  previous  week.    No.  1  Dark  Northern  Spring  at 
Minneapolis  advanced  from  an  average  of  73.2  cents  for  the  week  ended 
December  24  to  74.1  for  the  week  ended  December  31.    No.  2  Amber  Durum  at 
Minneapolis  declined  from  an  average' of  84  cents  per  bushel  for  the  week 
ended  December  24  to  an  average  of  82.7  cents  for  the  week  ended  December 
31.    No.  2  Red  Winter  at  St.  Louis  averaged  56.0  cents  for  the  week  ended 
December  31  as  compared  with  56.9  cents  for  the  previous  week.  Western 
White  at  Seattle  averaged  63.5  cents  for  the  week  ended  December  24  as 
compared  with  64.3  cents  for  the  previous  week.    See  price  table  page     70  . 

Danube  Basin  wheat  situation 

Significant  developments  during  the  past  month  in  the  Danube  Basin 
according  to  Assistant  Commissioner  Gribbs  at  Belgrade  are:     (l)  Indications 
that  the  acreage  seeded  to  winter  wheat  in  the  fall  of  1931  is  approximately 
equal  to  the  1931  harvested  area  of  19,763,000  acres;  (2)  an  increase  in 
the  estimated  exportable  surplus  to  over  78  million  bushels  for  the  year 
July  1931  to  June  1932  as  a  result  of  a  further  increase  in  the  forecasted 
total  for  Rumania  which  more  than  offset  an  indicated  decrease  in  Hungary; 
(5)  relatively  small  exports  during  December  as  a  rdsult  of  the  normal 
seasonal  decline  on  world  markets,  the  closing  of  the  navigation  on  the 
Danube  and  Black  Seas,  and  restrictive  measures  taken  by  importing  countries; 
(4)  the  development  of  clearing  agreements  between  the  national  banks  of 
European  countries  for  the  purpose  of  facilitating  exports,  and  (5)  no  im- 
portant changes  in  Government  aid  in  the  individual  countries  but  a  renewed 
attempt  to  obtain  relief  by  means  of  international  cooperation, 
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The  "bad  financial  position  of  consumers  in  the  Danube  Basin  together 
with  the  Government  intervention  in  wheat  marketing  has  resulted  in  an 
abnormal  relation  between  actual  exports  and  the  factors  that  normally  in- 
fluence exporting,  Mr.  G-i'obs  says.    The  wheat- corn  price  ratio  has  favored 
corn  consumption  as  wheat  prices  have  been  supported  by  government  inter- 
vention and  corn  prices  have  been  low  due  to  relatively  large  crops  except 
in  Hungary.    S...all  farmers  in  countries  where  wheat  bread  is  often  replaced 
by  corn  cakes  have  consumed  far  more  corn  than  under  normal  conditions  and 
this  increased  the  quantity  of  wheat  available  for  export. 

Financial  difficulties  in  all  of  the  Danube  Basin  countries  have 
also  tended  to  force  exports  to  a  maximum  and  to  reduce  imports  to  a  minimum, 
the  report  states.     In  consequence,  wheat  exports  have  been  further  increased 
above  normal  for  countries  where  the  1931  production  of  both  wheat  and  corn 
was  good.     In  Hungary,  however,  an  unsatisfactory  corn  crop  has  resulted 
in  extensive  feeding  of  wheab  to  livestock  and  corn  imports  have  been  reduced 
to  unimportant  quantities  as  a  result  of  the  national  bank  -orohibiting  the 
use  of  foreign  money  for  purchasing  corn.

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The  revised  estimated  total  exports  of  wheat  from  Rumania  for  the 
year  July  1931  to  June  1932  indicate  the  largest  Rumanian  export  on  record 
since  the  World;  War.    The  large  exports  have  "been  made  possible  by  the 
payment  of  a  wheat  export  premium  of  100  lei  per  quintal  (about  16  l/2  cents 
per  bushel)  and  by  the  exceptionally  large  corn  crop*    The  government  has 
not  paid  an  export  premium  on  corn.     Corn  prices  have  been  low  in  contrast 
with  the  high  wheat  prices  and  as  noted  above  large  amounts  of  corn  have 
replaced  wheat  as  human  food.    Rumanian  exports  for  the  six  months  ended 
December  31,  1931  are  estimated  at  32,823,000  bushels  or  more  than  twice 
last  year' s  total  wheat  exports. 

.    The  estimate  of  total  probable  exports  for  Hungary,  however,  for 
the  year  July  1931  to  June  1932,  has  been  reduced  by  the  Belgrade  office 
from  21,605,000  bushels  at  the  beginning  of  the  season  to  17,931,000  bushels. 
The  decrease  results  from  the  discontinuation  in  the  payment  of  export  pre- 
miums and  increa.sed  consumption  of  wheat  as  livestock  feed  as  a  result  of 
high  corn  prices  caused  by  the  short  Hungarian  corn  crop.    Wheat  stocks 
have  thus  been  depleted  and.  internal  wheat  -prices  have  risen.    The  price 
rise  together  with  the  discontinuation  in  the  payment  of  export  premiums 
on  wheat  has  ma.de  it  impossible  for  wheat  to  be  exported  at  a  orofit  except 
to  neighboring  countries  where  shipping  charges  are  low  and  special  import 
privileges  are  granted,  Mr.  G-ibbs  points  out.    negotiations  between  Hungary 
and  Czechoslovakia. are  being  attempted,  the  report  continues,  which  would 
reduce  the  customs. rate  for  Hungarian  wheat  entering  Czechoslovakia,  and 
thus  increa.se  exports, to  that  country. 

Ho  changes  in  the  Bulgarian  and  Yugoslavian  exportable  surplus  are 
indicated  from  a  month  ago  though  should  the  latter  government's  estimated 
production  of  98,788,000  bushels  prove  correct,  there  would  be  some  upward 
revision  in  the  exportable  surplus  of  that  country,  the  Belgrade  office 
notes.    Furthermore  the  actual  surplus  could  be  increased       higher  corn 
consumption  there  as  a  result  of  changes  in  the  wheal  corn  price  ratio. 

Though  present  government  aid  measures  in  most  Danube  countries  are 
not  designed  to  apply  after  July  1,  1932,  farmers  appear  to  have  been'  : '■: 
somewhat  encouraged  by  the  relatively  favorable  prices  this  past  fall  and 
have  sown  a  winter  area  for  harvest  in  1932  that  is  not  much  different  from 
that,  harvested  in  1931.    Winter  wheat  usually  accounts  for  nearly  all  of' 
the  sown  acreage.    The  condition  of  the  sown  crop  to  date  is  generally 
reported  as  satisfactory. 
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FEED  GRAINS 
Corn 

The  1931  corn  production  in  21  countries  reported,  which  last  year 
accounted  for  74  per  cent  of  the  estimated  world  total  exclusive  of  Russia 
pnd  China,  is  more  than  19  per  cent  larger  than  the  193C  production- in 
the  same  countries.    The  first  official  estimate  of  the  crop  in  Mexico 
is  about  40  per  cent  above  that  of  last  year.     The  previous  estimate  of 
the  crop  in  Rumania  has  been  reduced  considerably,  but  the  production 
there  is  still  more  than  4C  per  cent  above  that  of  1930.     The  earlier  es- 
timate for  Swain  has  been  increased  by  about  2,000,000  bushels,  and  for 
Italy  by  about  1, "00,000  bushels.     The  total  production  for  the  9  European 
countries  reported  now  stands  6  per  cent  above  that  of  last  year.  See 
corn  production  table,  page  74. 

The  weather  in  Argentina  is  reportod  favorable  for  the  new  corn 
crop  there.    Eroni  J";ly  thru  December  the  rainfall  has  been  17  per  cent 
above  that  of  last  year  and  27  per  cent  above  average. 

Exports  of  corn  from  the  principal  exporting  countries  since 
November  1  have  been  57.5  per  cent  above  the  exports  of  last  year,  on  ac- 
count of  the  ver   heavy  shipments  from  Argentina.    During  the  week  ended 
December  26,  however,  Argentine  exports  fell  to  5,107,000  bushels,  which 
was  the  smallest  weekly  shipment  since  May.     For  tables  showing  corn  trade 
and  prices,  see  pages  74  and  75.

The  winter  barley  sowings  in  Germany  for  the  1932  harvest  are  re- 
ported to  be  about  1.5  per  cent  above  those  of  1931.     The  condition  of  the 
winter  barley  crop  in  Austria  as  of  December  1  was  97  per  cent  of  the  average 
condition  on  that  date  during  the  past  seven  years,  compared  with  103  per 
cent  last  year.     The  condition  of  the  winter  barley  crop  in  Poland  on 
December  1  was  about  97  per  cent  of  the  average  of  the  past  five  years,  com- 
pared with  113  per  cent  last  year.     It  is  reported  that  the  export able 
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surplus  of  the  barley  crop  in  Civil e  is  probably  about  equal  to  that    Of  a 
year  ago.    Exports  of  barley  from  the  principal  exporting •  count ri es  since 
July  1  have  been  more  than  38  per  cent  below  those  of  the  preceding  season. 
United  States  exports  during  the  week  ended  December  26  were  very  small 
while  prices  declined  a  little.

Stocks  of  barley  in  store  in  Canada  on  December  25  amounted  to 
11,400,000  bushels  compared  with  31,333,000  bushels  on  the  same  date  last 
year. 

Oats  ' 

The  1931  oats  production  in  31  countries  reported,  which  last  year 
accounted  for  about  94  per  cent  of  the  estimated  world  total  exclusive  of 
Russia  and  China,  is  nearly  7  per  cent  below  that  of  the  same  countries 
last  year.      The  total  for  the  European  countries  reported,  including  an 
increase  of  about  2,000,000  bushels  in  the  earlier  estimate  for  Scotland, 
a  slight  increase  for  England  and  Wales,  end  decreases  of  about  700,000 
bushels  each  for  Spain  and  Poland,  is  1.5  per  cent  above  that  of  Last  year.

Exports  of  oats  from  the  principal  exporting  countries  since  July 
1  have  been  nearly  16  per  cent  shove  those  of  the  preceding  sea.son.  United 
States  exports  during  the  week  ended  December  26  were  the  smallest  weekly 
shipment  since  July,  while  prices  remained  at  about  the  level  of  the -two 
preceding  weeks.

PJoliday  quietness  dominates  English  cotton  markets 

Though  the  Liverpool  market  was  generally  steady  during  the  last 
week  of  December  a  seasonal  lull  prevailed  in  the  trading.    Prices  showed 
little  change  on  December  31  from  those  of  a  week  earlier  with  American 
middling  at  7.61  cen'cs  and  Oomra  #1  Fine  at  7.10  cents  per  pound.  See 
price  table,  page  77.     Sterling  exchange  also  held  about  steady;   see  ex- 
change table,  page  77.    At  Manchester  the  holiday  market  was  poor  with 
yarn  and  cloth  inquiry  quiet.     Sales  were  reported  less  than  production 
during  the  week.

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Egyptian  government  cotton  closely  held 

Tlie  Egyptian  Ministry  nf  Finance  continues  to  receive  numerous 
offers  for  the  government  holdings  of  cotton  hut  is  now  refusing  to  sell 
in  many  cases,  according  to  a  cahle  from  Cotton  Specialist  Norris  at 
Cairo.     Since  it  is  plain,  the  report  states,  that  the  greater  proportion 
of  the  inquiries  relate  to  qualities  of  which  there  is  a  certain  quantity 
4  existing  on  the  market  or  in  the  villa  ;e,  the  government  lias  decided 
to  make  no  further  sades  of  such  cotton  's  are  thus  obtainable.  The 
government  h;.s  only  been  selling  abroad  to  spinning  mills  which  had  not 
previously  consumed  Egyptian  cotton  or  which  had  consumed  only  a  negligible 
quantity.     The  bulk  of  the  government  cotton  consists  of  Sakellaridis  and 
other  high  grades,  Kr.  jtforris  states.

The  first  official  estimate  of  the  area  sown  to  flaxseed  in  India 
for  the  present  crop  season  is  2,377,000  acres,  according  to  a  cable  from 
The  Director  of  Statistics  at  Calcutta.     This  estimate  shows  an  increase 
of  200,000  acres  compared  with  the  first  estimate  last  season  of  2,177,000 
acres,  but  is  approximately  650,000  acres  less  than  the  final  estimate  of

European  apple  markets 

Virginia  York  Imperials  at  Liverpool  showed  some  Improvement  in 
price  Wednesday.,  December  30,  over  the "prices  ruling  December  15,  accord- 
ing to  a  cable  from  Fred  A.  Mot 2 ,  Fruit  Specialist  in  Europe  for  the 
Foreign  Service  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture Boxed  apple  prices 
were  generally  somewhat  lower.     Supplies  of;  apples  •"'ere  light  but  stocks 
of  "barreled- apples  in  the  hands  of  retailers  and  jobbers  were  heavy.  The 
bulk  of  the  barreled  offerings  at  the  auction  was  composed  of  Nove  Scotian 
stock.     A  large  share  of  the  barreled  offerings  was  withdrawn  from  the 
auction  as  they  could  not  be  moved  at  the  prices  quoted.     Only  high  grade 
stock  is  wanted.     The  condition  of  the  Yorks  was  good  but  barrels  on  the 
whole  were  only  in  fair  condition.     Inquiry  for  boxed  apples  at  the  auction 
was  fair  although  the  condition  and  appearance  of  the  fruit  v/as  good. 

At  London,  Virginia  York  Imperials . nade  higher  prices  than  two  weeks 
ago  whereas  Staymans  made  about  the  same,    prices  for  boxed  stock  were'  main- 
tained at  about  the  same  levels.     The  London  barreled  prices  were  about  the 
same  as  Liverpool  but  boxes  continued  to  make  more  money  at  London  than 
Liverpool'.     Supplies  of  both  barrels  and  boxes  were  light.     Demand  could 
be  said  to  be  moderate  for  both  barrels  and  boxes  when  it  is  considered  that 
this  is  the  usual  after  holiday  slack  season.     The  condition  of  the  fruit 
was  good. 

The  Empire  Marketing  Board  reports  that  the  Tasmanian  commercial" 
apple  crop  is  expected  to  reach  about  4,125,000  boxes  which  is  about  10 
per  cent  above  normal.    The  pear  crop  is  placed  at  200,000  boxes.  Both 
crops  are  developing  satisfactorily  and  are  free  from  disease.     In  Victoria 
pro spects  are  disappointing  due  to  wet  weather  and  thrip  injury.  Apples 

are  probably  not  over  30  per  cent  of  a  normal  crop,  Pears  are  expected  to 

be  about  60  per  cent  of  a  normal  crop.     In  South  Australia  a  light  apple 
crop  is  also  in  prospect  owing  to  thrip  injury.     The  New  Zealand  apple  crop 
blossomed  heavily  and  a  good  crop  is  anticipated  providing  conditions 
remain  f avo rabl e . 

Prices  were  somewhat  higher  on  the  Hamburg  apple  auction  Tuesday, 
December  29,  than  those  reported. on  December  17,  Mr.  Motz  reports. 
Supplies  amounted  to  24,000  boxes  and  500  barrels  against  17 , 300-boxes 1 
and  600  barrels  last  week  and  90,000  boxes,  11 ,000' baskets  and  8,000 
barrels  at  this  time  last  year.     Supplies  of  boxed'  stock' were  moderate 
and  met  with  a  moderate  demand,  with  the  exception'  of  Romes  which  were  in 
active  demand.     The  condition  Of  the  boxed  fruit  was  good.'    The  light 
supplies  of  Virginia  Winesaps  and  Staymans  met  with  a  moderate  demand. 
The  condition  of  both  varieties  was  variable.     Quotations  were  converted 
from  marks  at  par  of  exchange.     See  releases  F.S./A-396  and  A-397,  January 
4,  1932.

South  American  wool  exports  increase 

Total  wool  exports  from  Argentina  and  Uruguay  reached  48,416  bales 
for  the  first  2  months  ( October-Hovember)  of  the  1931-32  season  against 
41,955  bales  last  year,  according  to  Assistant  Agricultural  Corm.iissioner 
C.  L.  Luedthe  at  Euenos  Aires.     The  advance  over  last  year  occurs  in 
Argentine  exports,  the  shipments  from  Uniguay  being  under  a  year  ago.  Of 
the  Argentine  figures,  the  heaviest  gain  appears  in  exports  to  England. 
Exports  to  England  from  Uruguay  also  have  increased,  but  there  is  a 
sharp  reduction  in  exports  to  France.    Argentina  also  is  sending  more 
wool  to  the  United  States  this  year  than  last.     See  table,  page  76.  The 
fourth  wool  auction  of  the  1931-32  season  was  held  at  Buenos  Aires  on 
Thursday,  December  10.    Competition  was  not  very  keen  and  bidding  was 
slow. 

South  African  wool  exports  decline 

'Tool  exports  from  the  Union  of  South  Africa  for  the  period  July- 
October  1931  declined  51  per  cent  below  exports  for  the  like  period  of 
1930,  according  to  Agricultural  Attache  C.  C  Taylor  at  Pretoria.  Un- 
certainty in  exchange  rates  is  cited  as  the  primary  cause  of  the  reduction. 
South  Africa  continues  on  the  gold  standard,  which  renders  trade  difficult 
with  the  United  Kingdom,  the  leading  buyer.    For  the  1931  period,  greasy 
wool  exports  totaled  only  14,146,000  pounds  against  30,532,000  pounds  last 
year.    Scoured  wool  exports  this  year  ran  1,034,000  pounds  against  1,413,000 
pounds  in  1930.    See  table,  page  77. 


C0TT01I  fciOVEHSNT  RAISES  AG-FJ CULTURAL  EXPORTS 

For  the  second  consecutive  month,  United  States  exoorts  of  principal 
agricultural  products  showed  a  tendency  to  improve  over  last  year,  the  index 
for  2Tovember  amounting  tc  137,  a  gain  of  11  points  over  exports  for  Novem- 
ber 1950  but  low  as  compared  with  the  corresponding  month  for  the  six  pre- 
ceding years.    A  strong  Oriental  demand  for  American  cotton  accounted  for 
most  of  the  increase.    Exports  of  most  other  groups  fell  off,  the  index  for 
all  commodities,  except  cotton,  amounting  to  114,  a  new  minimum' for  the 
month. 

"hie  ITove-mber  index  for  cotton  "as  155,  higher  than  any  month  since 
October,  1929  and  the  highest  November  index  since  1923.     So  far  this  season, 
Europe  as  a  "hole,  has  taken  38  per  cent  less  cotton  than  during 
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the  corresponding  period  of  1930  "but  exports  to  Japan  and  China  have  amounted 
to  1,184,000  hales  which  was  more  than  double  their  purchases  during  the 
corresponding  period  of  1330  and  exceeded  our  exports  to  Germany  and  the 
United  Kingdom,  usually  the  best  outlets  for  American  cotton. 

Less  wheat  and  flour  was  marketed  abroad  than  during  the  preceding 
month  but  exoorts  were  much . larger . than  during  November  a  year  ago.  China 
was  the  heaviest  rnirehaser  taking  3,686,000  bushels  and  nearly  all  the 
principal  European  countries  also  took  more  than  during  November.  1930. 

Exports  of  cured  pork  exceeded  those  of  the  previous  month  by  a  very 
small  margin  which  Was  the  second  lowest  month  .on  record  and  the  index  for 
lard  was'  89,  the  lowest  November  index  since  the  close  of  the  World  War. 

United  States  exports  of  leaf  tobacco  were  slightly  above  those  for 
November  a  year  ago  but  total  exports  for  the  five  months  ended  November  30, 
amounted  £0  only  189,721,000  pounds,  a  decline  of  24  per  cent  as  compared 
with  the  corresponding  period  a' year  earlier. 

Exports  of  fruit,  though  less  than  the  exceptionally  heavy  exports  . 
for  November  1930,  were  maintained  at  a  high  level.    During  the  five  months 
ended  November  30,  1931  exports  of  boxed  apples,  fresh  pears  and  dried  prunes 
fell  off  but  foreign  countries  took  more  barreled  apoles,  oranges,  grapefruit, 
dried  apricots  and  raisins  than  during  the  corresponding  period  of  the  pre- 
ceding year .  .

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FOREIGN"  AGRICULTURAL  MARKET  CONDITIONS 

Developments  in  the  foreign  markets  for  American  agricultural 
products  were  generally  unfavorable  during  December,  according  to  in- 
formation available  in  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  from  its  field 
agents,  the  Department  of  Commerce  and  other  sources.    An  outstanding 
exception  is  the  increased  Oriental  demand  for  American  raw  cotton.  In 
Europe,  depression  factors  appear  to  have  increased  in  intensity,  es- 
pecially in  France  and  Germany.    Larger  unemployment  figures  have  been 
widespread,  and  in  many  cases  such  increases  have  been  more  than  seasonal. 
The  continued  lack  of  confidence  in  business  and  commercial  circles  is 
closely  associated  with  uncertainty  concerning  the  outcome  of  current 
international  financial  discussions  relating  especially  to  Germany,  and 
of  the  coming  disarmament  conference  at  Geneva.     Importing  has  been 
further  hampered  by  currency  control  measures  in  addition  to  some  in- 
creases in  contingency  orders  and  in  import  duties.    Indications  are 
that  only  a  limited  amount  of  business  is  now  being  done  with  Europe 
in  American  wheat,  cotton,  fresh  fruit,  and  pork  products.    There  is 
relatively  greater  interest  being  exhibited  in  dried  fruits  and  tobacco. 

In  the  United  Kingdom,  the  redaction  in  unemployment  has  been' 
checked,  the  figures  standing  at  2,627,000  on  December  7,  1931  against 
2,307,000  a  year  earlier,  according  to  the  Department  of  Commerce.  There 
has  continued  some  improvement  in  textile  and  other  industries  deriving 
some  benefit  in  export  markets  from  the  depreciation  in  sterling,  but 
the  industrial  situation  in  general  still  reflects  the  prevalent  atmosphere 
of  depression.    So  far  the  exchange  situation  has  been  of  only  slow  and 
partial  benefit  to  British  industry  and  trade.    The  increasing  severity 
of  exchange-  control  in  other  countries;  the  tendency  toward  increased 
import  duties,  and  additional  uncertainty  concerning  the  international 
and  some  domestic  political  situations  are  all  having  an  adverse  effect 
upon  British  trade,  especially  in  the  export  field.    The  holiday  period 
in  December  has  accentuated  the  tendency  toward  dullness  in  British  indus- 
try.   With  regard  to  British  interest  in  American  agricultural  products, 
there  has  been  some  additional  demand  for  cotton  in  recent  weeks  and 
prunes  have  enjoyed  an  active  market.     Imports- of  American  pork  and  lard, 
however,  have  been  further  reduced,  and  fresh  fruit  has  met  a  relatively 
slow  demand. 

On  the  Continent,  the  economic  situation  remained  unfavorable  dur- 
ing December  according  to  Agricultural  Attache  L.  V.  Steere  at  Berlin. 
Market  conditions  for  American  farm  products  have  in  no  wise  changed  for 
the  better.    Business  activity  in  all  countries  has  declined  further, 
unemployment  has  risen, .and  financial  and  currency  situation  has  become 
more  tense,  and  as  yet  there  is  little  real  evidence  of  the  international 
cooperation  necessary  for  reestablishing  confidence.    Mr.  Steere  regards 
as  particularly  disquieting  the  currency  uncertainties  and  the  tendency 
toward  additional  national  self-sufficiency  manifest  in  rising  import 
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duries  and  other  restrictions  and  regulations  controlling  international 
trade.    Recent  British  moves  in  that  direction  have  had  serious  reflec- 
tions on  the  Continent.     There  have  "been  new  import  restriction  measures 
applied  in  France,  Netherlands,  Denmark,  Baltic  States,  Austria  and  Hung- 
ary,  in  addition  to  a  considerable  number  of  earlier  measures  such  as. 
milling  quotas,  import  contingents  and  duties. 

Current  conditions  in  Germany  are  of  particular  significance,  since 
that  country  is  the  leading  continental  market  for  A/ierican  agricultural 
exports  and  also  the  focal  point  of  the  current  international  financial 
difficulties.     Since  the  emergency  decree  of  December  8,  private  business 
has  been  trying  to  readjust  itself  to  meet  the  official  measures  designed 
to  reduce  prices,  wages,  rents,  interest  rates  and  transportation  costs  all 
at  the  same  time.    An  increased  turn-over  tax  is  the  only  upward  revision 
included  in  the  decree.    The  resultant  commercial  disorganization,  fol- 
lowing import  restrictions  incidental  to  currency  control,  has  seriously 
interfered  with  German  international  trade.    Meanwhile,  the  contraction 
of  general  business  activity  continues.    In  addition,  current  discussions 
of  Germany's  international  obligations,  the  reconvening  of  parliament  in 
February,  and  even  the  presidential  elections  to  be  held  next  spring  are 
all  factors  of  political  uncertadnty  hampering  the  restoration  of  confi- 
dence necessary  for  a  revival  of  business  activity. 

Developments  in  the  Orient  have  assumed  such  proportions  during 
recent  weeks  as  to  warrant  somewhat  greater  than  usual  notice,  particularly 
with  respect  to  the  heavy  increases  in  purchases  of  American  cotton  by  both 
Japan  and  China.     So  far  this  season,  Japan  is  the  leading  foreign  buyer 
of  American  cotton,  taking  the  position  held  by  Germany  last  year.  Devel- 
opments in  Japan  have  been  marked  by  the  suspension  of  gold  exports  on 
December  13,  and  the  successful  military  operations  in  Manchuria,    The  cur- 
rency situation  has  placed  Japanese  goods  in  a  more  favorable  competitive 
position  in  oriental  export  markets,  notably  China.     It  appears,  however, 
that  the  Chinese  boycott  against  Japan  is  not  only  being  strengthened,  but 
has  already  contributed  to  the  generally  depressed  state  of  Japanese  in- 
dustry, especially  in  textiles.    Meanwhile,  the  Chinese  market  for  goods 
from  other  countries  has  improved,  including  Auerican  raw  cotton  and  British 
textile  manuf acture s . .     On  the  oriental  wheat  markets,  current  imported 
supplies  are  coming  principally  from  Australia, 

Wheat  ' 

Iviay  wheat  futures  at  Liverpool  closed  on  December  31  at  58-  cents, 
the  level  that  has  prevailed  during  most  of  the  month.    By  mid- December, 
wheat  shipments  to  western  European  ports  from  Australia  and  Argentina  had 
reached  considerable  volume,  with  shipments  from  Russia  and  the  Danube  area 
at  relatively  low  levels.    British  market  comments  indicate  prospects  of 
additional  continental  demand  in  the  spring  as  domestic  supplies  now  being 
utilized  are  reduced.    Meanwhile,  the  British  government  is  going  ahead 
with  plans  for  the  application  of  a.  quota  system  for  wheat  imports  into 
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into  that  country.     Continental  wheat  importing  markets  were  quiet  during 
the  last  of  December  owing  to  holiday  conditions,  according  to  Mr.  Steere. 
Throughout  November  and  early  December  the  markets  were  relatively  dull 
in  sympathy  with  the  weaker  trend  in  overseas  markets,  and  under  the  in- 
fluence of  the  continued  restriction  of  imports  in  most  deficit  countries. 
This  dullness  persisted  in  spite  of  generally  more  optimism  throughout 
the  grain  trade  as  to  long-time  prospects. 

In. the  Orient,  Japanese  imports  of  American  wheat  during  September 
and  October  were  considerably  belo-r  the  volume  of  the  same  period  of  1930 
and  1929,  according  to  cabled  advices  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  0.  L. 
Dawson  at  Shanghai  following  a  recent  trip  to  Japan.    During  the  1931 
period,  however,  imports  of  Australian  wheat  were  considerably  larger  than 
in  the  two  preceding  years,  while  imports  from  Canada  were  about  as  usual. 
Present  prices  favor  Australian  wheat,  which  competes  directly  with  Ameri- 
can much  more  than  does  Canadian,  Mr.  Dawson  states,  and  significant  quan- 
tities of  new  crop  Australian  wheat  have  been  contracted  for.     On  Chinese 
markets  also,  business  in  Australian  wheat  is  expanding  owing  to  the  com- 
petitive price  level.    Shanghai  flour  mills  are  reported  as  using  a  larger 
proportion  of  foreign  wheat  than  usual  this  year  owing  to  the  low  prices, 
the  decreased  domestic  crop,  interior  transport  difficulties  and  increased 
demand  from  other  parts  of  China.    Shanghai  mills  have  been  fairly  active 
in  recent  months,  and  there  has  been  some  tendency  for  flour  stocks  to 
accumulate . 

Cotton 

Cotton  quotations  strengthened  at  Liverpool  during  the  last  two 
weeks  in  December  on  practically  all  descriptions.    3y  the  end  of  the 
month  many  series,  including  American,  were  back  to  the  levels  prevailing 
in  mid-November,  but  still  materially  under  last  year's  prices  except  for 
some  cheaoer  Indian  grades.    At  the  month-end,  Egyptians  were  the  only 
lines  failing  to  show  advances  over  the  low  xooint  of  mid- December .  In 
Manchester,  textile  prices  were  fairly  steady  during  December  but  new 
business  was  scarce.     Contracts  were  difficult  to  arrange,  and  lack  of 
confidence  limited  materially  the  volume  of  forward  commitments.  Recent 
developments  in  India  having  token  a  decided  turn  for  the  worse,  business 
in  that  direction  has  slowed  down.     Some  additional  hope  is  seen  in  the 
textile  trade  with  China  if  the  reaction  against  Japanese  products  con- 
tinues.   There  has  been  no  settlement  of  the  dispute  in  British  cotton 
mills  over  hours  and  wages,  but  so  far  no  crisis  has  arisen.    Plans  are 
now  under  consideration  for  demobilizing  machinery  regarded  as  permanently 
idle. 

p  Up  to  mid-December  the  Continental  European  cotton  textile  situ- 

ation was  distinctly  quieter,  in  sympathy  with  the  decline  in  raw  cotton 
prices,  Mr.  Steere  reports.    No  marked  change  was  anticipated  before  the 
New  Year,  but  prospects  continue  bound  up  with  the  uncertain  financial 
and  political  activities  now  engaging  all  of  Europe.    The  activity  of 
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European  cotton  mills  is  remaining  fairly  stable.    In  France  signs  of  more 
depression  in  textiles  have  developed,  with  reduced  sales  attributed  in  uart 
to  the  new  British  import  duties.    A  strike  in  Netherlands  cotton  mills  became 
effective  on  December  15,  involving  14,000  workers  over  a  cut  of  5  per  cent 
in  wages.     In  Germany  and  Central  Eruope  in  general,  textile  developments, 
and  hence  the  utilization  of  raw  cotton,  are  controlled  largely  be  de- 
velopments in  the  current  efforts  at  fiscal  reorganization  in  Germany. 
That • country  was  the  leading  single  buyer  of  American  cotton  last  season. 
This  season,  Germany  occupies  second  place,  having  been  displaced  by  Japan. 

In  the  Orient,  the  heavy  buying  of  American  cotton  this  season  by 
J auan  places  such  imports  between , August  1  and  December  21  at  86,7,000  bales 
of  500  pounds,   against  445,000  bales  for  the  same  period  of  last  year,  ac- 
cording to-  Consul  Donovan  at  Kobe.    Local  importers  estimated  that  on  Dec- 
ember 30  there  were  400,000  bales  of  American  cotton  afloat  for  Japan.  A 
considerable  share  of  the  increased  use  of  American  cotton  is  the  result 
of  the  relatively  high  cost  of  Indian  cotton.    Parity  in  favor  of  American 
cotton  has  continued  to  increase.     In  China  also  the  consumption  of  Ameri- 
can cotton  this  season  is  unusually  heavy,  according  to  Agricultural  Com- 
missioner Dawson.    Between  August  1  and  November  30  this  season,  about 
3  times  as  much  American  cotton  was  exported  to  China  as  during  the  same 
time  last  season.     Chinese  owned  mills  were  operating  at  a  good  rate  up 
to  mi d- December .,    The  output  of  Japanese  owned  mills  ha.d  been  cut  about 
one-third,  but/were  not  expected  to  close  down.     Only  small  amounts  of 
native  cotton  have  been  marketed  this  year  owing  to  a  short  crop.  Indian 
cotton  has  difficulty  in  meeting  the  American  price  level. 

Pork  -products 

The  European  market  for  American  pork  products  was  less  favorable 
during  December.     Cured  pork  prices  in  Great' Britain,  the  leading  foreign 
outlet  for  American  cured  pork,  were  fairly  firm  at  about  November  levels, 
but  showed  a.  tendency  to  weaken  as  the  month  advanced.     Import  records  for 
November  indicated  additional  increases  in  receipts  of  continental,  cured 
pork  in  British  markets,  especially  from  Denmark.    There  was  some  reduc- 
tion in  receipts  from  other  continental  countries,  and  imports  from  the 
United  States  reached  unusually  low  levels,  especially  for  bacon.  Imports 
of  American  ham  appear  to  be  holding  up  fairly  well,  although  prices  show 
a.  tendency  to  decline.     The  December  .1  pig  survey  for  Germany  was  the  out- 
standing continental  development  of  the  month.    The  figures  indicated  an 
increase  in  total  numbers  over  those  of  December  1930,  but  a  reduction  be- 
low the  September  level,  and  also  a  reduction  in  breeding  operations. 
Pork  production  in  Germany  reached  record  levels  in  November. 

The  European  lard  markets  were  somewhat  seasonally  weaker  during 
Decembere     The  price  levels  attained,  however,  were  among  the  lowest  on 
record.    At  Liverpool,  American  prime  steam  western  lard  averaged  around 
$7.25  per  100  pounds,  but  tended  lower  as  the  month  advanced.  December 
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prices  were  about  $4.00  under  those  of  last  year.    November  lard  imports 
were  larger  than  in  October  but  below  those  of  last  year.  .  The  bulk  of  the 
imports  continue  to  come  from  the  United  States.     In  Hamburg,  December  lard 
prices  averaged  around  $3.20  "below  those  of  December  1930.     Imports  for 
November  continued  the  rising  tendency  of  recent  months,  with  Denmark  pro- 
viding a  large  share  of  the  total. 


Fruit 


The  European  fruit  markets  offered  only  a  moderate  outlet  for  Ameri- 
can .apple 3  during  December.    Early  in  the  month  there  was  some  activity  in 
anticipation  of  holiday  demand,  but  interest  receded  with  the  approach  of 
the  holiday  period.     The  average  price  level  in  British  markets  has  .been 
held  down  by  fair..y  large  quantities  of  lower  grade  fruit,  especially  in 
barreled  stock.    By  the  end  of  the  month,  however,  there  was  some  improve- 
ment in  "both  British  and  Continental  prices.     On  the  latter  markets.,  there 
are  still  fairly  plentiful  supplies  of  native  fruit,  Mr.  Steere  reports. 
Prospects  of  continued  reduced  purchasing  power  are  a  factor  contributing 
to  limited  continental,  outlets  for  American  apples.     In  -prunes  British 
markets  were  active  and  firm  late  in  December",  with  stocks  light  and  all 
sizes  in  demand.    On  the  Continent,  a  reduced  French  crop  is  providing  a 
better  outlet  than  usual  for  American  prunes. 


FOREIGN  EXCHANGE  QUOTATIONS 

Exchange  rates  of  most  foreign  currencies  not  on  the  gold  standard 
or  otherwise  depreciated  continued  to  weaken  during '.November  and  espec- 
ially early  December  in  relation  to  United  States  money.     The  New  York  noon 
buying  rate  of  the  English  pound  for  cable  transfers  on  December  31  was 
quo tad  at  $3.39  compared  with  $3.41  on  November  30,  $3.83  on  October  31  and 
a  mint  par  rate  of  $4,866.    On  December  7  and  8  the  pound  sterling  reached 
$3.26,^ a  decline  of  about  l/3  from  its  former  par  rate.    The  Australian 
pound  in  addition  to  being  affected  by  the  English  pound  was  depreciated 
about  23  per  cent  below  the  latter  before  it  went  off  the  gold  standard  in 
September  (20  per  cent  in  December)  and  is  thus  doubly 'depreciated.  The 
Canadian  dollar  has  shown  marked  weakness  the  past  two  months,  declining 
from  90  cents  in  early  November  to  around  81  cents  during  the  latter  part 
of  December.     The  .Japanese  yen  since  going  off  the'  gold  standard  just  before 
fche  middle  of  December,  has  trended  downward,  reaching  a  low  of  34.6  cents 
on  December  31  compared  with  a  par  of  49.85  cents.     The ' Shanghai  tael,  haw- 
ever,  strengthened  noticeably  the  first  half  of  November,  then  weakened 
somewhat  during  the  remainder  of  the  month  but  has  since  'recovered  to  an 
exchange  level  of  33  cents  or  better.     The  Swedish  krona,  and  Norway  and 
^Denmark  krone  have  all  depreciated  about  one-third  since  going  off  the  gold 
^standard  in  September.     The  Gprrran  mark,  Austrian  shilling  and  Italian  lira, 
on  the  other  hand,  have  been  maintained  practically  at  par  as  a  result  of 
special  foreign  exchange  decrees.    Many  other  countries  are  likewise  regu- 
lating foreign  exchange  transactions.     The  French  franc  has  continued  strong 
at  its  par  rate  of  3.91  cents.    Foreign  exchange  quotations  for  the  week 
ended  January  2  in  some  selected  countries  are  given  on  page  77.
